The Homework Hotline began its 15th season broadcasting from UNO 
Television Monday, Sept. 11. 

The Hotline, which offers math help to elementary, middle and high schoo! 
students, airs from 4:30 p.m. to 5:30 p.m. every Monday and Tuesday. 

The Monday segments are produced and filmed at UNO, with the help 
from student staff and crew. The Tuesday show is broadcasted from the 
Omaha Public Schools Career Center. 

The hotline originated at UNO and expanded to the Career Center, said 
Producer/Director B.J. Huchtemann. 

The Monday show features Deb Bradley from Monroe Middle School and 
Eric Nelson from Fontenelle Elementary School. The teachers on Tuesday are 
Heather Harbison from McMillan Magnet Center and Paul Jensen from Burke 
High School. 

Huchtemann said, the teachers “have a lot of fun” and “they make it 

fun even for adults to watch.” 

Students are encouraged to call in to the live show with their math ques- 
tions and the teachers then show them how to work the problem. 

Generally, the students who answer the phones are the same age as the 
callers and they refer the questions to the teachers. 

Just this year the show added something new, a program called “Real Life 
Math”, a two to five minute segment within the show, which focuses on how to 
use math skills in adult life. 

For example, the show traveled to Kellogg's Omaha Piant, a sponsor of the 
show, and demonstrated how to figure the surface area of a cereal box.

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Forum Focuses on Getting 
Computers to Urban Area Children

Many children living in urban areas 
of Omaha do not have access to com- 
puters in their homes and are being left 
behind in this digital age. 

Thursday evening, various student 
organizations affiliated with UNO held 
a forum to address how to close that 
gap. 

The topic of the forum was “Student 
Affairs” and many organization repre- 
sentatives attended the meeting. 
Members from Kay Lincoln Alumni, 
Delta Sigma Theta Alumni Chapter, 
UNO Kappa Alpha Psi, Lincoln Alumni 
chapter- Kappa Alpha Psi, Alpha 
Kappa Alpha Alumni Chapter, Sigma 
Lambda Beta, UNO and Creighton 
University Zeta Phi Beta’s organiza- 
tions were at the event. 

Keynote speaker Larry Gilreath, a 
Creighton graduate, led the round- 
table discussion in the Chancellor’s 
Room. 

The attendees at this discussion 


Included Skinner Magnet Center 
Principal Elmer Crumbley, student rep- 
resentatives from UNO, University of 
Nebraska-Lincoln, Creighton and 
alumni from both University of 
Nebraska schools. 

Gilreath started the meeting by ask- 
ing the audience “Where do you see 
the information technology taking 
minorities?” 

‘The digital divide is my passion,” 
Crumbley said. “The number of people 
who surf the web has doubled, but 
urban and rural areas are not doubling 
at the same time.” 

Gilreath agreed that people who do 
not have access to computers will not 
be able to survive the technological 
advances that are revolutionizing our 
world. 

Lenolia Anderson, president of 
Alpha Eta fraternity, organized the 
event. He said children need to be 
trained at an early age on how to use 
computers. 

“| think we have to start kids in the 
first grade on computers, because the 
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technology is constantly changing,” 
Anderson said. 

Gilreath asked the audience: what 
can be done to help the underprivi- 
leged within the Omaha area gain 
access to computers in their home? 

Many of the audience members 
suggested raising-money, asking cor- 
porations to donate unused computers 
to churches or to children who cannot 
afford to buy computers. ' 

In addition, many of the students 
said they were willing to become men- 
tors to children in inner-city schools 
such as Skinner Magnet Center and 
also willing to volunteer their time to 
teach parents and children how to use 
these computers. 

“We need to commit ourselves to 
adopting a school and we need to get 
UNO organizations involved by 
becoming mentors," Jerryce Hawkins 
of the Zeta Phi Beta sorority said. “We 
don’t necessarily have to donate 
money, but we can volunteer our time 
by going to the school and showing 
them how to use a computer.”

To stop or not to stop for campus 
stop signs? Drivers on the main 
UNO campus are often choosing 
not to stop, prompting Campus 
Security to take measures to cor- 
rect the potentially dangerous prob- 
lem. 

Day-glo green flags have sprout- 
ed atop stop signs around campus 
to increase the signs’ visibility. 

In addition, signs have been 
doubled up so "STOP" can be seen 
from the driver and passenger side 
of the vehicle, said Paul Kosel, 
manager of Campus Security. 

People not stopping at the stop 
signs in front of the day care center 
are of particular concern, said Jim 
Veiga, manager of grounds and 
environmental service. 

The day care center sits near a 
four-way stop along University 
Drive West where it intersects 
College Plaza and the access to a

parking lot. 

UNO Day Care Director Dawn 
Hurlburt said people running stop 
signs has been a problem for a long 
time. 

“We are concerned for the. safety 
of the children because we do walk 
across that intersection some- 
times," Hurlburt said. 

Campus Security is taking steps 
to help control the problem. Officers 
will monitor intersections and can 
issue a $10 moving violation ticket 
for not stopping at the stop signs, 
Kosel said. 

As of press time, no tickets had 
been issued for that offense. 

Although additional measures 
are being taken, the bulk of the 
responsibility remains with drivers. 

“People need to remember that 
UNO is not a vehicle campus, it’s a 
pedestrian campus for students,” 
Veiga said.

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Hope and Help for Clinical C Depression

" Although “clinical depression” is a term that 


. most college students are familiar with, many . 


are- left bewildered or uneasy when asked to 
..define it, despite the fact that it affects approxi- 
mately nine million American adults during any 
six-month period. , 
- Clem Johnson, a counselor for the UNO 
: Counseling Services, defines it concisely as 
‘needless suffering.” She goes on to say that itis 
a whole-body illness, one which affects the body, 
_mood, thoughts, self-esteem and perception of 
. the world and one’s environment. 

‘Depression is becoming more prevalent 
among college students, Johnson said, due to 
the fact that college is a high-stress environ- 
ment, and stress can trigger depression, espe- 
cially if one is genetically susceptible to the 
illness, it can also be brought on by other events, 

- such as chronic illness, a sudden loss, or a 
break-up, yet sometimes it occurs for seemingly 
“no reason at all. 
The symptoms are abundant; persistent feel- 
ings of sadness, hopelessness, emptiness, pes- 
«simism, guilt and worthlessness are common, 
as is.a loss of interest in activities that once 
brought pleasure, like hobbies and sex. 

Thoughts of suicide may also occur. Physical 
symptoms usually accompany the emotional 
ones; for example, insomnia, oversleeping, or 
continuous fatigue sometimes signify depres- 
sion, as do significant increases or decreases in 
appetite. In one particular form of the illness, 
manic depression, periods of depression are 
interspersed with times of inappropriate elation, 
extreme initability, grandiose notions, discon- 
nected or racing thoughts and poor judgment. 

One reason that depression often goes 
untreated is the negative stigma attached to it. 

“Clinical depression is a serious illness, cer- 
tainly if not treated,” Johnson said. “A lack of 


knowledge is the real problem in addressing

depression. Some see it as something a person 
should be able to control, but it is an illness, a 
serious one, and it should not be taken lightly. 
Depression has a dramatic effect on a person’s 
life; it determines whether or not a person enjoys 
life, and, at worst, it leads to suicide.” 

According to Johnson and Pam Feldman, a 
licensed professional counselor in the Omaha 
area, the first step in dealing with depression is 
to see a professional and get a diagnosis. 
Depending on the evaluation, medicine and/or 
psychotherapy usually follows. : 

“Its a very treatable illness,” Johnson said. 
‘That's not to say there's always recovery, but 
with new medicines, a good many people are 
able to overcome the depression, or, if it’s inher- 
ited, improve their condition and lead productive 
lives.” 

Not everyone who is diagnosed with the ill- 
ness needs anti-depressant drugs, but for those 
who do take them, the drugs produce neuro-

chemical reactions in the body, adjusting levels 
of the chemicals seretonin, dopamine and in the 
case of manic depression, lithium. 


Getting Help 


There are many places around Omaha, and 
around campus, where people going through 
depression can go for help. 

UNO Counseling Services, located in room 
115 of the Eppley Administration Building, 
schedules free appointments for interested stu- 
dents. There students can talk with a counselor 
who will make an assessment and provide 
advice, Unless someone is a danger to himself 
or others, in which case a counselor is bound by 
law to seek additional assistance, anonymity is 
guaranteed. 

If someone sees signs of clinical depression 
in himself, symptoms that have exceeded a nor- 
mal period of time or have gotten progressively 


worse, Johnson says that it is a good idea to visit 
the counseling center. 

“The expectation is that feeling depressed is 
a temporary condition, not a permanent one,” 
Johnson said. 

If additional counseling is needed, students 
can see UNO counselors regularly; this service 
is free, and the counseling department works 
with psychiatrists and hospitals in the city if such 
services are required. 

UNO is not the only place to find help. 

“It is important for people to know that 
resources are available,” Feldman said. 

A person can ask his doctor about depres- 
sion, look under “counselors” in the yellow 
pages for a complete listing of counselors in the 
area or even speak with a UNO counselor to find 
someone who practices in the area and charges 
on a sliding scale, based on income. 

She also said that a lot of students have 
mental heaith coverage through their parents, 
and they may not know that, in which case they 
should ask their insurance company which 
providers are covered under their particular poli- 


Both counselors agree that taking action is 
extremely important if one suspects he or she 
has depression. 

“Taking care of your mental health can affect 
all the facets of your life,” Feldman said. “it is cru- 
cial for anyone who feels abnonnally depressed 
to seek help, for there is hope.”

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Living with Clinical Depression 


If happiness really is determined by one’s outlook on life, . 
then having clinical depression is like having cataracts. 

Although depression is a medical condition that deals 
mainly with brain chemicals such as serotonin and 
dopamine, society has attached a lot of negative stigma to 
it. 

“Why can't people just try to look on the bright side?” they 
ask. 

Everyone has problems. Everybody has to deal with 
things. And that's true. It's been said that most Americans at 
some point in their lives will have to deal with a very 
depressing period, whether it’s due to the loss of a job or 
loved one, a stressful or traumatic situation or something 
else. But sometimes a dose of “Chicken Soup for the Soul” 
just isn’t enough. 

Even though situations like those are hard to deal with, 
they don’t last forever. Most people go through the steps of 
the grieving process (however slowly) and get on with their 
lives, even though nothing will ever be quite the same again. 

Being clinically depressed feels somewhat like the griev- 
ing process, except the overwhelming feelings of sadness, 
hopelessness, and apathy never go away. Instead of waking 
up and thinking about ail that you need to do, you wake up 
wishing you didn’t have to go through another day. Instead 


of picking up the phone and calling your best friend, you 
close yourself off and when your friends do call, you're torn 
between telling them how you really feel and not caring 
whether or not they know. 

It's like living with a monster inside your head, and the 
monster squashes all the good thoughts you have and the 
happy things you feel. When someone tells you that they tike 
your hair, the monster steps on that compliment and vomits 
something else into your brain, like, “Oh, it looks really bad 
today. | couldn’t get it to go the way | wanted it.” And since 
the monster squashes all the good thoughts, all that's left is 
negativity. He feeds off of it, licks up every drop of it and it 


makes him grow. Soon he’s so big it overwhelms your mind, 


and you don't know how to get rid of him. 

Many people who are depressed think about suicide. 
They feel it to be their only escape, the only way that they 
can stop the endless cycle of feeling only pain. 

Nearly everyone says, “How can anyone be that selfish?” 

True, suicide is somewhat of a selfish thing. But what | 
think these people don't realize is that people who are suici- 
dal don’t want to kill themselves to “get back” at someone or 
to make everyone else's lives miserable. When they write “I 
love you” in a suicide note, they really do mean it. 

The issue isn't that “if she really loved me she wouldn't

have even tried it,” the issue is that a suicidal person is feel- 
ing a lot of pain, and these feelings of pain are so over- 
whelming that they block out other feelings like love and 
happiness. And that hurts even more, to know that you love 
someone and still feel so desperate to end your own pain, 
knowing that either way they're going to be hurt too. 

Some people think that those with clinical depression 
enjoy being down all the time. Obviously, these people have 
not had to live with it. Nobody likes feeling pain. Nobody 
likes the constant heavy feeling in their. stomach. Nobody 
enjoys having no energy, self-esteem or motivation. Nobody 
likes wanting to die. It goes against the basic human survival 
instincts. 

Even after therapy and antidepressant medication, 
depression is still a day-to-day struggle for a lot of people. 
And while it feels like it’s completely overtaking your life, it 
doesn't have to. If you think you may have depression, talk 
to your doctor about it. It's a medical condition that can be 
treated. If you're extremely depressed and thinking about 
killing yourself, pick up the phone and talk to someone. 
Trying to commit suicide really isn’t worth it. 

Believe me. I'm speaking from experience here.

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Garrison Keillor 
in Concert

Minnesota is an enigma wrapped 
inside a puzzle, 

On the one hand you have Gov. 
Jesse Ventura, a cartoon character 
who dresses in black leather business 
suits, Nike cross trainers and a boa, 
elected to office by thousands of 
Lutherans who obviously had over- 


dosed on tuna noodle casserole and - 


lime Jello topped with Cool Whip. 

On the other hand you have 
Garrison Keillor, an over-sized, middle- 
aged humorist who dresses in ill-fitting 
suits, red bow tie (socks to match) and 
sings with a voice which reminds you a 
of a cross between your old, semi- 
retired pastor and Kermit the Frog. 

Fortunately for us, it was Keillor who 
came to town over the weekend for 
three glorious concerts at the Orpheum 
under the direction of Philip Brunelle 
and the Omaha Symphony Orchestra. 

For those of you not familiar with 
Garrison Keillor, he is the author of a 
number of books, the most famous 
being “Lake Wobegon Days,” as well 
as creator of the public radio show, “A 
Prairie Home Companion.” 

Keillor’s appeal is that of a favorite 
uncle who has come to dinner with a 
pocketful of marvelous stories to tell. 
His stories are our stories. They are 
our lives. He speaks in a guilt-free, 
self-deprecating tone, making fun of 
his Lutheran religion, his Scandinavian 
background and his Midwestern roots. 

He even gave us the opportunity to 
laugh at ourselves. 

“When | was a child, my grandmoth- 
er used Omaha as a threat,” Keillor 
said. “She told me if | was bad, she 
was going to send me to relatives in 
Nebraska where they would work me 
really hard.” 

As the laughter grew, Keillor contin- 
ued, “The people of Minneapolis love 
Omaha. Omaha makes them feel more

cultured than they have a right to be.” 

The two-hour concert was a treat 
from home with songs about Chevys, 
old dogs, lawn sprinklers and feeding 
garlic to the baby so you could find him 
in the dark. “We Wake Up To Snow On 
The Ground” was a song near to all our 
hearts here in the Heartiand. Lyrical 
choruses included, “We're happier 
when we're in pain,” and (referring to 
those oh-so-cold winter mornings) 
“Don't worry neighbor, we'll come out 
and give you a start.” 

Keillor mixed Americana with reli- 
gion throughout his performance. He 
parlayed “Momma's Little Baby Loves 
Shortenin’ Bread” with “Nearer My God 
To Thee.” He moved from “A Boy’s Best 
Friend Is His Mother” to a very bluesy 
“Yes, Jesus Loves Me,” accompanied 
by piccoio. 

In “The Young Lutheran’s Guide to 
the Orchestra,” Keillor explained why 
so many Lutheran kids shy away from 
music. “The reason Lutherans don't 
play the French horn is because it is a 
very difficult instrument to play, and it 
is easy to play a bad note. Playing a 
bad note on a French horn is like 
breaking wind at your mother's funeral. 
After you do, you think of nothing else.” 

Of the oboe he said, “the oboe is a 
very sensuous instrument. When you 
hear the oboe in the movies, it's prob- 
ably a movie a Lutheran boy shouldn't 
be at.” 

The highlight of the evening, of 
course, was the traditional “news from 
Lake Wobegon.” It was a 30-minute 
gem, a tale of the time his female 
cousin was caught at school not wear- 
ing a bra under her sweater and the 
shame it brought to the family. 

Keillor reminds us of what main’ 
street America is all about. It is little 
wonder his three-day show broke the 
SuperPops Series attendance record.

Mavs Ground Game Grinds Up Minnesota State 
as Wright Becomes All-Time Rushing Leader

UNO used a 206-yard performance by senior tail- 
back Adam Wright to run over the Minnesota State 
Mavericks on Saturday, 31-10. Wright (2,949 career 
yards) eclipsed former quarterback Ed Thompson’s 
career rushing mark of 2,894 yards. 

Wright wasted little time at the onset, racing 80 
yards to pay dirt on the first play from scrimmage. He 
added another touchdown on a 13-yard run to give 
UNO a 14-0 first-quarter lead. 

Wright, averaging 6.5 yards per tote this season, 
crossed the goal line three times on the afternoon to 
raise his season total to six touchdowns. 

UNO called only one pass play in the first half as 
the big boys up front took control early. UNO had 
over 400 yards of total offense and averaged 6.8 
yards per play in the contest, much improved over 
weeks one and two. 

Redshirt freshman Trey Guidry, in only his second 
collegiate start, kept mistakes to a minimum, and Jed 
the Mavs on scoring drives of 69, 67, and 13 yards. 

“He has those intangibles you look for in a quar- 
terback, like leadership,” Offensive Coordinator 
Lance Liepold said,” He'll keep getting better each 
week.” 


The UNO defenders were no slouches in their per- 
formance Saturday either, holding MSU to 59 yards 
rushing and 153 total yards for the game. Highly-tout- 
ed running back T.J. Schraufnagel (MSU's leading 
rusher a year ago, 1,241 yds., 15 TD’s) had to work 
hard for his 88 yards on 23 carries. 

“The more they spread us out, the more we heated 
it up,” Liepold said in reference to UNO's defensive 
pressure on quarterback Ryan Dutton. The Mav 
defense sacked MSU quarterbacks four times, and 
intercepted two passes. 

UNO began to put the game away in the fourth 
quarter when junior defensive back Tyree Kellogg 
picked off Dutton and raced 75 yards the other way 
for the score. That put UNO up 24-10. 


On MSU's next possession, Demond Finister. 


stepped in front of a pass from quarterback Andrew 
McKay and brought it back to the MSU 13-yard line. 
That set up Wright’s third touchdown of the day, a 
three-yard plunge to cap the scoring. 

UNO's defense was led by Abrian Stovall, who 
recorded 11 total tackles, including two sacks. Senior 
middle linebacker Ryan Hoffman also contributed to a 
strong effort with nine tackles, including three for 
losses, 

UNO improved to 2-1 overall with the win, 1-0 in 


NCC conference play. Minnesota State fell to 0-3, 0- 
1 in the NCC. 

No. 19 UNO travels to Sioux City next Saturday to 
face the Morningside Mustangs at Roberts Stadium. 
Northern Colorado blanked the Mustangs 21-0 on 
Saturday. 


Coyote Ugly: Volleyball Remains Undefeated 
After NCC Matchups

A surprising start from the University of South 
Dakota Coyotes didn't last, and by the fourth setit 
got ugly. 

The Coyotes began by howling for joy. Maybe 
it was due to edging Division Il No. 3 UNO in game 
one, or maybe it was because Maverick hockey 
players (with pink dyed hair) were parading 
around the Sapp Fieldhouse, rolling around in 
trash cans and somersauttng in their skiwies. 

UNO's 11-15, 15-9, 15-8, 15-1 win gave the 
Mavericks a 13-0 record, 2-0 in the North Central 
Conference. The Mavericks had previously won 
Friday's face-off against Momingside College, 15- 
13, 15-7, 15-5, 

UNO faced a Coyote team which finished 0-18 
in 1999 conference play, but came to Sapp 
Fieldhouse with a 6-8 overall record for the 2000 
season, USD led earty in the game, and kept to 
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INO's heels before taking the first set. 

“We came expecting to win,” freshman setter 
Kylie Lebeda said. “We didn't have respect for our 
opponents, more or less.” 

Lebeda mentioned that UNO's game-plan 
execution did not live up to expectations. 

“We didn't run (the plays) like we should have,” 
Lebeda said. 

Head Coach Rose Shires noted USD's size in 
the middle of the court. At 6-3, Nicole Johnson hit 
261 and had five assisted blocks. 

“They out-sized us by five inches,” Shires said. 
“We wanted to use our middies as decoys.” 

The Mavercks' leadership and experience 
won out in the end. Senior Bethany Tygert contin- 
ued to share playing time with Lebeda, playing 
back row. Tygert compiled 20 assists, while 
Lebeda racked up 33. 

Tygert also sparked the Mavs with her aggres- 
sive serving. 

“BT (Tygert) is one of the best servers weve 
ever had in our program,” 
Shires said. 

UNO attackers led both 
teams with 65 total kills. Junior 
AlkAmerican Nikki Mastny 
pounded 17 kills. Senior Al- 
American Tracy Ankeny 
notched 14, and senior Krista 
Niezwaag took 13. Sophomore 
Jewelia Grennan joined in with 
10 kills, 

“1 thought Nikid had a great 
net match tonight,” Shires said. 
‘t also thought Krista and 
Jewelia had a great match.” 

By the fourth game it 
became evident UNO was the 
better team. The Mavs hit .379 
for the match and kept Coyote 
attackers to a .077 percentage. 

“We finally played with heart 
that last match,” Lebeda said. 

USD Head Coach Darin 
Weber felt his team didn't fall 
because of lack of conditioning. 
. __ ‘if we keep getting looked at 

lke we're the same old USD, 
we will end up winning maich- 
es,” Weber said. “We're in great 
shape, it has everything to do 
with the fact they're the third- 
ranked team in the country and 
we're the worst team in the con- 
. ference. That's what good 
. teams do, plain and simple. We 

were overwhelmed.” 


In Friday's match, the Mavericks played 
against Momingside College. Ankeny and Mastny 
took charge getting 12 and 11 kills respectively. 
Tygert, who started the first match, edged Lebeda 


.in assists with 23 to Lebeda’s 17. 


UNO won in three, 15-13, 15-7, 15-5. 

‘1 don't even notice (there is a change of set- 
ters),” Grennan said. “They both did great.” 

According to Coach Shires, Lebeda is taking 
front-row assignments to create a better block. 

“Right now Kytie is higher on the block,” Shires 
said. “i's a very good opportunity for me to use 
both setters and both of their strengths.” 

In the first game, Shires took a time-out at 12- 
13, and set up a play for Krista Niezwaag. Her 
dump shot into the doughnut of the floor keyed a 
Mav run. 

“We were really working on setting up blocks to 
take away their key shots,” Momingside Head 
Coach Theresa Kathmar-Trees said. 

At one point, Niezwaag made an outstanding 
dig, nearly cartwheeling in her efforts. 

‘Krista’s athleticism really showed,” Shires 


said. “It was very good hustle, the hitter was defi- . 
nitely showing that she was going to one side of . 
court and Krista made that read. The hitter just 
pushed it to the other comer and Krista made a 
great effort to get that ball and give us a opportu- 
nity. That's the type of defense | feel our team is 
about on a consistent basis.” 

Maverick walls took a total of 5.5 team blocks, 
holding off Mustang hitters to a .031 hitting per- 
centage in game three. 

Morningside was charged with several net vio- 
lations from aggressive blocking, and UNO's eye- 
lash-length-from-the net-serves nearly cost pivotal 
sideouts. Tygert was the first and last server for the 
night, finally taking the Mav win in the fifth game 
point-serve. 

‘We're really trying to focus on our serving, i's 
going to one of the big differences in us being a 
top-five team,” Shires said. “Bethany creates 
points for us as a server. | tell you what, when it's 
tally scoring, | want Bethany serving.”

Darcy Preston, 
fully recovered from a medical problem, finished right behind her in 11th with a 19:08 
mark.

Last season was truly a breakout year 
for Wright, eclipsing the 1000-yard 
plateau for the first time, while scoring 13 
touchdowns.
